THE WILLIAMSON CASE.

The efforts made to mislead the public, in reference to 

lis case, are as injurious to the supremacy of the law as 
they are fatal to the prisoner himself. It has been Pass- 
more Williamson’s misfortune to have been made the tool 
of politicians, who have clamoured in his behalf for their 
purposes, but who never cared for his sufferings! and 
, now that their ends are served, have left him selfishly 
to his fate. 

If the prisoner will listen to those who are his |true 
friends, he will take the course pointed out to him by the 
Court. It is the only one which can ever liberate him 
from the commitment for contempt, as candid professional 
advisers have told him, doubtless, from the first. His late 
petition took no notice of what is well known to be the 
true issue in the case, which is how far he had a legal 
right to interfere between the negroes and Col. Wheeler. 
His return to the habeas corpus evaded this point, and 
thus prevented the Court from either adjudicating this 
question or dismissing the case for want of jurisdiction. 
For this, which was plainly a contempt, he was committed, 
and he has never since, in all his motions before the Court, 
petitions, &c., retreated from this false and wrongful posi¬ 
tion. 

Consequently he still stands in a defiant attitude to; the 
courts of law, and will until he remedies his error, or, in 
technical language, “purges himself of his contempt.” 
To do this is quite easy, as the order of the Court shows. 
Let him tell the whole story, from the first, and not from 
the moment he parted from the negroes at the cab, when 
his direct influence over them ceased. He told Pol. 
Wheeler, at the boat, that he was responsible for wbaj; he 
did. Why does he not meet the question of responsi¬ 
bility? We cannot go to the length that Judge Kane 
goes, and say that Pennsylvania cannot free slaves in 
transitu on her soil; but we only echo the opinion of | 
many eminent jurists in asserting that it is not clear the 
act of 1847 does so free them. If Mr. W. had not made 
an evasive return, this issue might have come up for argu¬ 
ment, provided the Court, on a full hearing, had consi¬ 
dered it had jurisdiction of the matter. But the contu¬ 
macious attitude of Mr. W. prevented this, still prevents 
it, and will prevent it till he makes a purgation, and con¬ 
sents to answer such interrogatories as the Court may 
propound. 

If this case had nothing to do with slavery, there would 
be a universal agreement that Mr. W. was in the wrong. 
In any other case, if a respondent had defied or evaded 
the writ of the Court, his commitment for contempt would 
have been regarded, by all, as simply a necessary vindica¬ 
tion of the law. If Mr. W. will now answer, as he ought 
at first, the slavery question will come up, and he will 
stand on comparatively str ong groun d.

This mob of ’35 
only fanning the flame; and every other mob was l. v 
fanning the flame. One of the fathers of New England 
said—I do not give his words, hut his idea—When the 
ungodly are nearest to their hopes, the godly man is 
farthest from his fears. And I put it to these friends 
behind me, if they were ever further from their fears than 
twenty years ago this day? The woman who presided 
at that meeting, who would not listen to the Mayor’s 
cowardly counsel, and those who were associated with her 
—why, “ when the ungodly were nearest to their hopes, 
they, the godly, were furthest from thejr fears.” 

There were two different spirits present here on .that 
day. One was outside, howling and yelling in the mob - 
the other was on the inside. The outside, it was thi 
slave spirit. It is represented by two powers now—one, 
the Slave Power of the South; the other, the Money 
Power of the North. They had struck hands long ago. 
Their hands were joined in mutual insurance ; they have 
not separated since. The Money Power of Boston is 
on the same side with the Slave Power of Richmond; and 
Alexandria. 

Since that day, see what triumphs have been made by 
the Slave Power. Then we had, at most, two and a half 
millions of slaves; there are three and three-quarters in 
the United States to-day. Since that day, see what has 
been done. Arkansas has been made a slave State; 


been fought in aid of the Slave Power; Utah and New 
Mexico have been made slave territory ; slavery has been 
carried into California, and exists there at this day; on 
sufferance, by the common law, though it is forbidden by 
the Constitution. We have passed the Fugitive Slave 
bill; eight-and-twenty men have been returned into slavery 
from Pennsylvania in a single year, and two from Boston. 
The family to which Mr. Phillips alluded had commenced 
their service of the Slave Power four years before ithe 
mob. In 1832, when Mr. Samuel Sewall, whose office 
is under our feet, asked the Supreme Court of Massachu¬ 
setts not to allow a slave-owner from Cuba to take; his 
slave back, one of that same family, Mr. Charles P. 
Curtis, asked the Court to deliver him up; and the 
Court said, “ Yes; let the slaveholder have his victun,” 
and he took him. 

I say that the Slave Power of the South, allied with 
the Money Power of the North, has made stupendous 
strides since that time ; and just now it has marched into 
Kansas and Nebraska, and carries the ballot-box at the 
point of the bayonet, and puts down freedom with the 
edge of the sword. In Pennsylvania, you know what 
has been done and is doing. The mob of 1835 is now 
organized, and has the forms of law on its side. Mayor 
Bigelow and Marshal Tukey in 1851, Dr. Smith and 
Apothecary Edmands in 1854, .they are the mob of 1835,

SPEECH OF REV. THEODORE PARKER 


Mr. Chairman : It is very few words I shall speak on 
this occasion ; I do not consider myself entitled or worthy 
to say more. When you, and Mr. Garrison, and others, 
were men, and playing a manly part here twenty years 
go, and these women were playing the part, not of 
mothers in Israel,” but, what is a great deal better, of 
women, of mothers in New England, I was what I may 
call a boy, a young man, in the Theological School, 
studying for my profession. I very well remember the 
21st of October, 1835. At that time, I was occupied 
chiefly in theological and metaphysical abstractions, which 
are now-a-days coming out in the prayers I offer, in the 
sermons I preach, in the life I try to lead. I was then 
laying the foundation for what I am now trying to 
establish in works. 

I very well remember the event of this day. Wholly 
unexpected it was to me; for I was so lost in Hebrew, 

\ and Grecian, and German metaphysics, that I did not 
duly read the Daily Advertiser or the Commercial 
Gazette, and had not even heard of Mr. Benjamin F. 
Hallett. Since that time, I have had occasion to make 
the acquaintance of that gentleman. 

I came into Boston that day, and spent the evening 
with some of the most respectable inhabitants of the town 
—respectable for their descent, respectable for their 
riches, and still more respectable for the social standing 
which made them looked up to. There were four of them 
present. I do not mention their names, which none here 
will detect. There was but one opinion among all font, 
and that was in commendation of Ihe deed done. They 
did not exactly commend the mob; or approve of the 
means ; they commended the end that was arrived at and 
accomplished, and thought, on the whole, the mob was a 
very good thing, and that Mr. Jackson, and Mr. Garri¬ 
son and these noble ladies (Mrs. Southwick and Miss 
Sargent), had deserved it all. They represented the 
sentiment of the “men of property and standing” m 
Boston at that time. They were the respectabilities oi 
Boston. They have not altered their mind, I think, to 1 
this day, or at least two of the same men so loved the 
Fugitive Slave Bill that they went publicly and thanked 
Mr? Eliot for his vote in its support, and one of them 
wrote in the Daily Advertiser in support of the bill. 

Allusion has been made to the early Christians. Mr. 
Samuel J. May once wanted to go and preach Anti- 
Slavery in the town of TauntoD, and asked the Unitarian 
minister if he could have his church. “ Yes,” said the 
minister. He went to the Unitarian minister’s house to 
stop, and he asked him—“ Perhaps you will open the 
meeting with prayer, and other services? " “I shall be 
very glad to, and I will read some Scripture, if you will 
allow me.” So the minister went to the meeting, and 
“ made a prayer,” praymg against the Abolitionists with 
might and main—it was not much might nor much main 
—and then (for the Goddess of Vengeance never sleeps) 
he read from the Bible some passages representing the 
conduct of the old prophets and Christian apostles ; and 
what made it still more touching and practical, he took; 
this passage out of the book of Acte, “ These that have 
tnrnedthe world upside down have come hither also.” 
Thereupon he stopped. Mr. May, with that face which 
is a benediction anywhere, and that voice which seems 
to have been created to utter the beatitudes which his' 1 
heart always conceives, said to the audience, “ Men and 
women, brothers and sisters, you hear what your minister 
has said to you. He has ended by saying, ‘ These that 
have turned the world upside down have come hither 
also ’ So we have I Who was it ‘ that turned the world 
upside down,’ and who were thus alluded to? It wa» 
peter, it was Paul, it was James, it was John. It was 
the men who wandered about in sheepskins and goatskins, 
of whom the world was not worthy. They ta™* 1 ; he 
world upside down, because it was wrong side up belore.

I thank him for his Scripture.”

Snch was the Daily Advertiser’s opinion of a mob 
which attacked a body of women. It was a pro-slavery 
mob and so must be defended. But listen a moment to the 
words of this venerable authority on Monday, the 17 th 
day of February, 1851. He is discoursing oh the rescue 
of Shadrack, which took place on the preceding Satur¬ 
day : 

“ The rescue by violence [six unarmed black men] of a fugi¬ 
tive slave in this city on Saturday, while he was in a Court of! 
Justice [i. e. in the same room with George T. Curtis, Fugitive 
Slave bill commissioner], in the custody of an officer of the I 
law [to-wit, the celebrated Marshal Riley], as related in another 
column of this paper, will naturally suggest to the Legislature, 
now in session, the propriety of repealing the act passed in 
1843, called ‘ an act farther to protect personal liberty.’ It 
must be very obvious that the maintenance of such a law as 
this [act to protect ‘personal liberty’] among the Statutes of 
Massachusetts tends to encoorage a violation of the Constitu¬ 
tion and a resistance of the laws of the United States. 

“ We trust that the repetition of snch an outrage [the de¬ 
liverance of an innocent man from the hands of a kidnapper] 
at noonday, in the heart of our city, by which the laws are 
treated with derision, will awaken onr citizens to the necessity 
of some measures, if not to relieve ns from the disgrace of 
such proceedings, at least for the protection of life and pro¬ 
perty,” &c., &c. 

You see by that first extract how the Adveiiiser felt 
the day after the mob. It wanted these men, Francis 
Jackson and Wm. Lloyd Garrison, and these women, 
Mrs. Southwick and Miss Sargent, bound over to keep 
peace—never to utter a word against the great crime of 
America. Francis Jackson held a meeting in his own 
house, and came to a different conclusion. It would have 
taken several Mayors to have made him keep the peace 
after that sort! 

Since this day, twenty-one years, what a step! See 
all these parties coming up into power—the Free Soil 
party, the Republican party—which are only the wings 
of the great Anti-Slavery party which is to be, and will 
command the continent. Just now, it is very plain that 
the only question before the people, at the next national 
election, will be, Shall the Slave Power possess the Pre¬ 
sidential office, or shall the Power of Freedom possess it ? 
I say, there is to be only one qnestion before the people, 
and that is the question.

Look at the American 
Revolution—what a sad history it is 1 Washington flee¬ 
ing through the Jerseys, his army miserably clad and 
without shoes, marking the ground with their blood wher¬ 
ever they set their feet! What a sad history is that oi 
General Washington over there at Cambridge, when 
Boston was filled with red coats 1 Here lay a powerful 
and well-fumished army within an hour’s march ; at one 
time, he had not three rounds of powder and ball for each 
! The history is very sad ; the thing itself is not so 
Let us look about us, and see what honour and 
praise is given to the heroism of the Christian martyrs, 
who faced persecution and death with unfaltering courage, 
and see what triumph there is for us, whenever we will— 
" If, heating back onr thronging fears, 

By faith alone our march we keep.” 

The God of earth and heaven is on our side. There 
is no attribute of Omnipotence that does not take part 
with us; and what seems distant, we can briDg near 
whenever we will. We honour these women for their 
heroic bearing in the hour of danger.

, which had the ordinary appearance of a 
Justice’s office, with a green table before the Magistrate’s 
desk,. home-made library-case, with sheepskin-bound 
volumes on its shelves, in one corner; locked closet 
bureau in another; forms around the room close to the 
wall; and the usual appearance of unswept offices in 
general. I scrutinized the faces of every one inside, but 
signally failed to recognise the prisoner. 

Atkinson was pointed out to me. He was sitting on 

low form, leaning slightly forward, his legs apart, 
whirling his cap between them round and round, in his 
hands. He kept up, also, a very vigorous chewing and 
expectorating process. But no one would have suspected 
the critical condition he was placed in from his air or 
countenance. I never saw a man more apparently uncon¬ 
cerned. He was a fair-complexioned, blue-eyed, firmly 
knit, rather stupid looking man, and about twenty-five 
years of age. He is a rope-maker by trade, and had 
worked near Parkville for five or six weeks past. 

It appears that he had tried to induce a negro girl, 
said to be the property of widow Hoy, but employed by 
Mr. Dale of this place, to go with him to St. Louis, where 
he proposed to spend the winter with her and then take 
her to a free State. The girl agreed to go, but wished 
him to take coloured couple, friends of hers, sfotet with 
them. He did not seem to like the p'ropoafiw, but 
finally agreed to do so. The day of flights® fixed. 
The coloured trio’s clothes, it is said,"were already packed 
up. They intended to start on Saturday. But the I 
secret came out to the ears of aViegro boy owned by Mrs. 
Hoy—to whom the coloured couple also belonged—and 
he divulged it to his boss, who immediately got a com¬ 
mittee of investigation organized to watch the white man 
and procure evidence against him from the negroes impli¬ 
cated in the affair. Atkinson’s mistress ,<and two others I 
to whom the secret was known—but who had kept it 
from the “ white folks ”—were privately whipped and 
questioned till they confessed all that they knew. 

Col, Summers opened the meeting by alluding to the 
circumstances that had called them together. There was 
a kind of property in this community, he said, guaranteed 
to us by the eonstitution and laws, which must not be 
tampered with by auy one. It was as much property to 
us as so many dollars and cents—it was our dollars and 
cents, in fact, and so recognised by the statutes of I 
Missouri, and the Constitution of the United States. 1 
Evidence had been obtained against the prisoner, he con¬ 
tinued, from negroes, which agreed with his Own state¬ 
ment minutely enough to convince the speaker that 
Atkinson was guilty. What is to be done with him, 
gentlemen ? Shall we merely drive him out of our city, 
and let him go unpunished ? I’m opposed to that course, 
gentlemen, for one. I would like this meeting to decide 
what to do with him. 

Major Jesse Summers was next called. Not having 
resided very long among them, he said, he had not wished 
to aprriir prominently in this matter ; but, as his opinion 
he thought, if- alijfhe cop. 
this crime, of which he jtlie person arristeife.Tptinjy’illigflf 
to give him a coat of tar and feathers, and let him go. 

Mr. Starns called on the committee individually to 
five their opinions as to the prisoner’s guilt. They each 
leelared themselves satisfied that he was guilty. Mr. 
Stares then said that, as thiswas an extra-judicial case— 
not provided for in the statute-book—it devolved on the 
meeting to say what punishment should be inflicted on 
the prisoner. The president of the meeting had suggested 
that he be tarred and feathered and started out of town. 
The motion was seconded. Those approving it were 
requested to hold up their hands. Every right hand in 
the room, except those of two persons (of whom the 
prisoner was one), was immediately help up. Mr. Stares 
— The meeting has decided that he be' tarred and 
feathered. Mr. Hughes —“And lighted.” Another 
voice—“ Let’s hang him; it’s too good for him.” 

Mr. Starns—No, no, gentlemen, tar and feathering is 
enough on negro evidence. Some persons in the room 
objected to this reason, and seemed to think that negro 
evidence, in such cases, was as good as gospel. 

Captain Wallace moved that he be given fifty stripes; 
another person amended by substituting a hundred for 
fifty; but, by the opposition of Mr. Starns, these motions 
were not agreed to. 

A committee of execution was then appointed, and the 
meeting adjourned. Some of the committee went for tar, 
others for a bag of feathers, the rest stood guard before 
the office door. Tar enough was brought to besmear the 
entire population of Parkville, aDd feathers sufficient for 
at least a dozen coats. “ Now,” said Captain Wallace to 
Atkinson, “now, stranger, to save trouble, off with your 
shirt.” With imperturbable coolness, and without opening 
his lips, the prisoner doffed bis linen and flannel. As he 
wore neither vest nor coat, this ceremony was soon con¬ 
cluded. “ He’s obedient," said one of the crowd, “ it’s 

best for him.” “ He’s got off too d-d easy,” said 

another. “ That’s a fact,” said a third. By this time 
the prisoner was naked from the loins upward. “ Gome 
out here,” said Capt. Wallace, “ we don’t want to smear 
the floor with tar.” Silently and carelessly Atkinson 

flowed him. 

Messrs. Bird and Hughes then cut two paddles—sticks 
about a yard long, and broad at one end—and proceeded 
slowly (amid the laughter and jests of the crowd, which 
Atkinson seemed neither to see nor care for) to “ lay it 
on,” at least half an inch deep, from the crown of his head 
to his waist; over his arms, hands, cheeks, brows, hair, 
arm-pits, ears, back, breast and neck. As he was 
besmearing Atkinson’s cheeks, one of the operators jocu¬ 
larly observed that he was “touching up his whiskers,” 
which, of course, produced great merriment among the 
crowd. All this while the only outward sign of mental 
agitation that the prisoner exhibited was an extraordinary | 
activity in chewing and expectorating. 

"Guess you've got enough on—put on the feathers,’ 
™.J an idle member of the committee. “ You are doing 
it up brown,” said a voice to the operators flatteringly. 
“ Yes, sizr,” said one of the operators, with a laugh, as he 
took hold of the bag of feathers and threw a bandfull on 
the prisoner’s back. “ Pour them on,” suggested a 
spectator. “ No, it’s better to put them on in handfufls,” 

lid a voice. 

I Messrs. Bird, Hughes, Boyd on and Samuel Johnson 
then took hold each of the end of two long poles, which 
I they placed so as to form an extempore St. Andrew’s 
Cross. “ Sit on there,” said one of them, I forget who, 
to the tarred and feathered person. “ Why. they’re going 
to ride him on a rail,” said a voice beside me. “ Serves 
'he d-d scoundrel right,” replied bis companion. 

‘ He ought to be haDged,” rejoined the first voice. 

1 He’s very right to do as he’s bid,” said a person near 
ihe prisoner, as Atkinson calmly put his legs over the 
! poles and sat on the part where they joined. . 

I The four citizens named then raised him in the air- 
placing the end of the poles on their shoulders—and 
carried him through the street, which was thronged with 
people, down to the wharf and back.

Just as the grotesque procession, amid shouts ot 
laughter, ironical remarks and other indications ot popular 
opinion, reached the wharf, the steamer Martha Jewett | 
arrived there. I boarded her ; and when I landed again 
found that the procession had changed into several circles 
of talkers, the Tides had disappeared and tee prisoner in 
his gratis habiliments with them. He left Parkville that 
evening. --

. letter from our friend John W. Still, son of Dr. A. 

, who resides on the Wakarusa, dated Lebanon, iiti- 
I nois, Sept. 23d, details another outrageous transaction, lor 
which the pro-slavery ruffians of Missouri are becoming 
so notorious. 

Mr. Still states that he started down the Missouri, on 
board the Polar Star, from Kansas City, on Tuesday, the 
18th nit., in company with his sister and Rev. wm. o. 
Clark, of Portsmouth, N. H., a clergyman of the Wes¬ 
leyan Methodist connection, who had been on a tour of 
observation in Kansas, spending several weeks m the 
vicinity of Lawrence, and who was returning to New 


and returning to Kansas as soon as practicable. On 
W ednesday morning a discussion sprang up between Mr. 
Clark and a ruffian calling himself ChSdsfr om Indepen¬ 
dence, Mo., upon Kansas matters and the slavery question 
During the conversation, Childs asked Clark what he 
would do if a black man wanted to marry his daughter 
Mr. Clark replied, “ I would advise her to reject hinT; but 
if she was resolved upon it, and I could not persuade her 
to the contrary, I suppose I should be compelled to sub¬ 
mit to it.” Upon this, Childs struck Clark in the face, 
repeating his blows, while the crew were crying, “ Kill 
him! kill him I kill the God d—d Abolitionist! kill 
him!! ” The prosecuting attorney of Wyandot District, 
Kansas Territory, was present, and joined in the cry. 

After Childs had succeeded in beating Mr. Clark’s face 
alltoapummace, and it was covered with gore, the captain 
came and commanded the peace, and told Clark he must 
leave the boat. Being still under way, and breakfast 
being called, Childs took a seat at the table. A moment 
after, Mr. Clark came in abd took a seat by the side of 
Childs, when the latter arose, clinching his chair, broke it 
to pieces over Clark’s head. The boat immediately 
stopped at a wood-yard—name not given—about 160 
miles this side of St Louis. The Captain ordered Clark 
to leave the boat, which he did, without his money being 
refunded to him ; and the last our correspondent saw of 
him, he was going up the bank, with his carpet sack on 
one arm and his overcoat on the other, and his face all 
beat to pieces and bleeding badly. 

Mr. Still states that the settlement there was of the 
most desperate character, and expresses much alarm for 
Mr. C.’s safety. 

Miss Still has written a letter to her father, as the latter 
informed us on Tuesday, confirming the above statement. 
In addition to this, a gentleman was in town tee other day, 
who came up the river on the Polar Star, who heard the 
mate repeatedly boasting of his exploits with the “d—d 
Abolitionist, whose skull must have been cracked, by the 
severity of theblow in breaking the chair over his head.” 

The American Ballot (Portsmouth, N. H.) has a letter 
from Mr. Clark, who has returned to Maine prior to going 
to Kansas. This letter affirms all that is stated 
. It seems that so~ie of them, hearing a conversa¬ 
tion upon the capabilities of the negro race and the sub¬ 
ject of slavery, between Mr. Clark and other passengers, 
reported teat he was an Abolitionist, &c. Then this oc¬ 
curred in the language of Mr. Clark : 

“ Just as the stewards were lighting the cabin for the 
evening, I went out of my room to write a business letter 
for Kansas. While writing, three men seated themselves 
beside me, referred in very flattering terms to the discus¬ 
sion of the afternoon, and gave an invitation to lecture 
that evening before the passengers, on the same subjects, 
namely : The probable origin of tee Indians, the capacity 
. of the negro mind for improvement, and my religious land 
political views of slavery. Seeing at a glance the impro- 
> ■"-'sty of snch a step, though repeatedly ’urged, I posi- 

. refused. Had I been induced to lecture, a Missou- 
rianjprisqn would probably have been my doom, as a 
preaeW'<&insurrection among slaves; for I learned that 
some ot .tkc'stewards on board were slaves. One passen¬ 
ger said;.in St. Louis, if they could have got the lecture 

out of the-Yankee, they would have fixed him. 

The evening passed quietly, to all appearance. Next 
morning, having to resign my seat at the breakfast table to 
a lady, I walked out of the cabin, on the fore-deck, where 
some twenty or thirty were discussing the affairs of Kan¬ 
sas, Gov. Reeder’s course, &c. After several had given 
their opinions, of the result of tee governor’s course, I 
observed that the safest way would be to wait and see 
what the result would be. Immediately a man who had 
been looking intently at me, to whom I had not spoken 
during the passage, asked what I said. As a matter of 
courtesy I repeated my words, on which he gave me a 
blow ou my face with bis fist. Almost at tee same instant 
a person behind me gave me a blow on my side with a 
slung shot, almost depriving me of the power of breath¬ 
ing or of self-defence, and during this time of my help¬ 
lessness my assailant improved the opportunity by beating 
my face in the most brutal manner. A host of demons, 
let forth from Milton’s hell, could hardly equal in spirit 
and language those choice spirits that were present, as

— I ’ I stepped back between tee chimney 
so as not to be favoured with a dirk in piy 
when Owl captai n of the boat .’annealed ..and, rafce- 
room and be ready to leave the boat at Providence, tee 
next village below. As I was doomed to quit the boat, 
and not having had my breakfast, I stepped from my 
state-room to tee table for a cup of coffee, where I was 
again assailed. An attempt was made to strike me with 
a chair, which I seized with my hands, and in the contest 
the chair was broken in pieces. The captain now came 
again, restored order, and renewed his command for me 
to be ready to leave, still refusing to hear any explaiia- 

'' )U.” 

Mr. Clark was obliged to quit the vessel and find his 
way eastward in another. The conclusion of his letter is 
worthy of note. Although a clergyman, he ranks the 
Missouri borderers with wild beasts, to be treated accord¬ 
ingly : 

“ Should my friends wish to know my present views on 
peace, I would say: Peace principles are the best for all 
classes of men ; but as to wild beasts, or the bipeds of 
Missouri, who walk upright, wear men’s clothes, vote fpr 
the people of Kansas, and hang around steamboats, no¬ 
thing but Colt’s revolvers have any influence with them, 
hence the duty to have them on hand. 

“I hope that no person who has had thoughts either 
. visiting or settling in Kansas will be deterred by the 
above. The cheapest and safest way is to go out under 
the charge of tee Emigrant Aid Company, in which case 
all would be perfectly safe. It is only when men are 
caught ashore unarmed teat such land pirates dare exhibit 
the fiendish spirit by which they are governed.

How they Treat Abolitionists in Alabama. —We 
learn from the Montgomery (Ala.)

“ The Committee appointed to wait on him and request 
his attendance before the judge and jury who had called 
a court to try his cause found him in his room, which 
was also cheered by the presence of a sooty nymph, whom 
Day appears to have selected for the purpose of carrying 
into practice his amalgamation instincts. A ride upon a 
rail, a ducking in a pool of water, and an admonition to 
make tracks, was the award of the Court, all of which 
i duly carried into effect. 

The Court decided upon Chase’s case also, who was 
indicted upon charges much the same as those under 
which his colabourer was indicted. He was sentenced to 
tee same treatment, but the deputation despatched to 
serve the process returned the writ ncm est inventus. A 

rict watch was, however, being kept for him.” 

Tie Advertiser concludes its notice of the proceedings, 
with a description: 

“ In order that the movements of these graceless scamps 
may be watched, should they have the temerity to stop 
short of Mason and Dixon’s fine, we will append a descrip¬ 
tion of them:

“We have heard it hinted that the Judge will tarry 
here for some time, as there are some other cases over 
which he contemplates extending his jurisdiction. Of¬ 
fenders will, therefore, be on their guard.”

She needs men with strong arms and brave hearts, and 
eloquent tongues, and then she will triumph. 

This contest now going on in distant Kansas is of more 
consequence to the world than the Eastern War, or all 
wars. It is to decide whether North America shall be 
free or not. There is no freedom in the South. Agricul¬ 
ture is being neglected ; literature is on the wane, and the 
wheels of the car of progress are rusting, as they remain 
unused. There is a hope, ljflng like an anchor down 
deep in the hearts of many in the South, that Kansas 
may be another star added to the constellation of Free¬ 
dom. The realization of that hope can be secured only 
by action, stern and resolute—such as characterized our 
fathers of the American Revolution.

MICHIGAN ANTI-SLAVERY SOCIETY. 

The Anti-Slavery Bugle of Oct. 27th contains a report 
of the doings of the Michigan Anti-Slaveiy Society at its 
Second Anniversary, held at Battle Creek, Oct. 6th, 7th 
aDd 8th, 1855. The President, Cyrus Fuller, occupied 
the chair, and Jacob Walton and M. R. Robinson acted 
as Secretaries. Among the speakers who participated in 
tee proceedings were 0. C. Burleigh, S. S. Poster, J. H. 
Pkilleo, Aaron M. Powell, M. R. Robiiison, Ernestine L. 
Rose, George Sucuterand Henry C. Wright. The debates 
appear to have been exceedingly spirited and interesting. 
Messrs. Hussey and Mott came up to the defence of the 
Republican party, and were answered by Mr. Foster, Mr. 
Powell and others. The followiug officers of the Society 
for the ensurng year were elected: President—Cyrus 
Puller, Plymouth. Vice-Presidents—Joseph Merritt, 
Battle Creek; Maria Dey, Hickory Grove; Mrs. E.

Let it be led by such Abolitionists as 
have secured the confidence of anti-slavery men. Make 
it a revolutionary party, and every temptation will be to¬ 
wards fidelity uud not, as now, towards infidelity to free¬ 
dom. He would not enter into details. Iheymustbe 
left for future action.

There are those at the .toast who are ready to take 
this ground so soon as we can make a decent show. He 
thought tee time had come.

C. C. Burleigh—What is the party to do ? 

Mr- Foster—To separate these States from the Federal

Mr. Burleigh—What ballot-box will you use. 

Mr. Poster—The common ballot-box, with tickets 
printed with the motto, “ No Union with Slaveholders-” 
When these men are elected, they must take a revolu¬ 
tionary step, and discard their obligations to tee Federal 
Government. Our votes are distinct. It is not putting 
our votes into the same ballot-box that is objectionable, 
but tee agreement we make, under the present arrange¬ 
ment, to sustain slavery. The ballot-box is not theirs.
